SURVEY OF US OPINION, CONDUCTED BY GALLUP FOR ROC, FINDS 
WHILE 61 PCT OF THOSE POLLED FAVORED US DIPLOMATIC 
RECOGNITION PRC, EVEN LARGER MAJORITY (70 PCT) WOULD 
NOT WANT WITHDRAWAL US RECOGNITION OF ROC AS PART OF ANY 
PACKAGE ARRANGEMENT (NYT). SURVEY BASED ON INTERVIEWS 
WITH 1,592 ADULTS, SEPT 10 THROUGH 18. RESULTS RELEASED 
BY CHINESE NATIONALIST INFO SERVICE, WHICH SAID THEY 
"SHOULD BE OF INTEREST," SINCE MEASURE US PUBLIC 
OPINION ON 'MULTIFACETED PROBLEMS THAT WILL CERTAINLY

FAMILY MEMBER, BY MARRIAGE, LUISA MARCH-HYUN, (LAT 1 1/5) 
TELLS HOW NATIONAL HERO SOON HYUN WHO DIED IN LA IN 1968, 
AND WIFE, REINTERRED WITH HONORS IN SEOUL RECENTLY. FLED 
KOREA 1919, WITH COPY OF DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE 
PATTERNED AFTER AMERICAN DOCUMENT, TOLD WORLD OF 
INDEPENDENCE STRUGGLE WAGED BY MARCH FIRST MOVEMENT, 
HELPED ORGANIZE KOREAN PROVISIONAL GOVT WHICH APPOINTED 
HIM AEP TO US 1921. SECSTATE HUGHES DECLINED RECOGNIZE, 

AND HYUN LIVED LONELY LIFE AS METHODIST MINISTER, 

LONGING RETURN TO HOMELAND. STATES HOMAGE RENDERED 
PATRIOT IN SEOUL UNDER IRONIC CIRCUMSTANCES, HOPES 
COUNTRYMEN WHO READ EPITAPH WILL RECALL HIS DEDICATION 
TO FREEDOM. KISSINGER
